K M READ’S STORY 1N CONNECTION WITH 
THE PLACHT KILLING. 


4A New Clue Upon Which the Police Are 
Doing Some Work—Arrests in the Case 
and the Probability of Catching the 
Guilty Party—Chief Huebler Talks 
About His Small Mounted Force. 


The murderer of Farmer Placht was prob- 
ably seen on the morning of the murder. A 
very suspicious character was seen in the 
neighborhood that morning and his conduct 
was peculiar. Mr. E. M. Read, who is man- 
ager of the St. Louis house of Estey & Camp, 
lives about 500 yards north of where the 
murder was committed. About 6 o’clock on 
the day of the killing a man who did not 
look. like a tramp called at Mr. Reed’s 
house and asked for something to eat. 
He wore a very neat looking 
suit of clothes, a nice flannel shirt, and his 
hose and everything he had on indicated that 
he was not a professional tramp. He asked 
for something to eatand was givena good 
breakfast. After drinking two cups of coffee 
he calied fora third, but the cook told him 
there was no more prepared. He said nothing 
about who he was or why aman who seemed 
to be in such circumstances should be ber- 
ging. When he finished his breakfast he went 
away, and Mr. Read learned that he went 
direct to Dr. Reilly’s house and asked for 
something to- eat there. The doctor asked 
him some questions, and in the course of the 
conversation he learned that the doctor had 
graduated in Oincinnati. Then he said 
that he had been in Cincinnati and 
knew a great many people there. He 
spoke of some physicians whom the doctor 
knew and showed conclusively that he was 
pretty thoroughly acquainted with Cincinnati. 
The strangest circumstance is that after eat- 
ing a hearty breakfast at Mr. Read’s, and ap- 
parently being thoroughly satisfied, he asked 
the doctor to give him something to eat. He 
was referred to the police and grew indignant 
at the suggestion that he should apply to the 
police for aid.

The 
City Council appropriated a fund for the 
mounting of  ‘tnirty-six men and three 
sergeants. These are placed in three details 
of twelve men each and a sergeant in charge. 
They are on duty eight hours 
11 day. We could not keep them 
on twelve True, the foot- 
men do hours duty but 
the horses cannot stand it. If they 
were used twelve hours straight duty the ani- 
mals would have to be fed in the meantime. 
It would take almost two hours of the twelve 
for them to travel from the beat to the stabile, 
Sat a then go back. Such a plan is not 
practicable.’’ 

we why don’t you put on more mounted 
men?’ 

Because I have not the authority. Neither 
has the Police Board. In 18/1 an appropria- 
tion for mounted men was made. At that time 
the territory lying west of Vandeventer ave- 
nue was but sparsely settled and could be 
easily watched. Now that the cable lines have 
run almost to the limits all thatcountry is 
fast building up and month by month, asthe 
city grew, the beats were extended.

How many men do you want?“ was asked. 

„All we can get, came the answer. ‘‘To 
be considerate, however, we need at least 
double the number we now have. At the least 
calculation aforce of seventy-five mounted 
men should be placed in the West End. Of 
course it costs more to equip a force of 
mounted mep than it does to uip footmen. 
A good horse will cost $175, and the last re- 
port shows that 21 cents a day will keep the 
animal. With an appropriation of $10,000 we 
could guarantee pro nto the West End

THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 


A CONGRESSIONAL DELEGATION ON ITS 
WAY TO OKLAHOMA. 


Questions to Be Considered by the Visiting 
Stuatesmen — Oklahoma, the Cherokee 
Strip and No Man’s Land to Be Inspect- 
ed—A Settler’s Account of the Present 


Situation. 


HIS morning J. 

M. Allen of Mis- 
sissippiand C. K. 
Mansur of Mis. 
sourl, members of 
the Congressional 
delegation to visit 
the Indian Terri- 
tory, arrived inthe 
city, and register- 
ed at the Laclede. 
Charles G. Baker 
of New York and 
Wm. M. Springer 
of Illinois arrived last night. In reply to a 
question Mr. Baker said: ‘‘We intend to make 
a thorough investigation of affairs 
in the Indian Territory and prepare a 
report for Congress. The opening of Oxla- 
homa and the proposed purchase of the 
Cherokee lands has brought the Indian Terri- 
tory into unusual prominence, and a great 
many questions have to be decided and vari- 
ous interests considered. No Man’s Land 
must also be dealt with and some sort of gov- 
ernment established, as the present state of 
affairs cannot continue much longer. We have 
no particular plans, but are simply in search 
of information, We shall probably spend 
severai weeks in the Territory. 
J. H. MORLEY, 
who is engaged in collecting facts in the in- 
terest of the Oklahoma settlers and the other 
white inhabitants of the Indian Territory, 
left this morning for Ataha, I. T. To a repre- 
sentative of the .Post-DISPATCH Mr. Morley 
said: ‘*‘*‘We have been trying for a long time 
to get Congress to take some action in refer- 
ence to the Indian Territory and put an end to 
the present condition of affairs. The Okla- 
homa boom was a godsend to the whites living 


in the Territory, as it called the attention of 
every one tous. It isa ~~ error to sup- 
pose that the population of the Territory is 
principally Indian. 

WHITES IN THE TERRITORY. 
Leaving out of the question the wild plains 
tribes which have been recently given reser- 
vations, about one-sixth of the dezniens are 
white, and fully one-half have white blood in 
their veins. Nearly all these men are in 
favor ot some change in the present laws in 
regard to the lands, and are desirous of a sale 
of a large proportion of the lands now 
held to the Government. The Indians 
have much more land and much less money 
than they can use to advantage, and the most 
progressive and enterprising portion of the 
community are in favor of the proposed sale, 
which will only be the precursor of others, 
and lead to the eventual division of the 
Indian lands in sevéralty and the opening of 
the Territory. 

OPPOSED TO SELLING LAND. 


10 this plan two elements are 
opposed, the older Indians, who want 
to keep up the tribai relations, and 
the lawless element. The latter, 


Iregret to say, is composed principally of 
white desperadoes and refugees from justice 

and half-breeds. From a long experience i 
can say that the pure Indians of the Cherokee, 
Creek and Chickusaw tribes seldom become 
outiaws and robbers, but many of the half- 
breeds are regular devils, and seem to com- 
bine the worst qualities of both races. They 
are only exceeded in crime by the white out- 
laws, who escape into the Territory, and 
sometimes manage to be adopted into 
the tribes. These men are intensely 
opposed to any céssion of land, as they know 
that it will deprive them of the safest haven of 
refuge now remaining in the country. The 
older Indians are jealous of any extension of 
the power of the Government, of the authority 
of the United States, as they recognize the fact 
that it will deprive them of their infinence. 
Then there are some old accounts to be set- 
tled, and many who really favor the sale of 
lands and the practical onesies of 
the Territory, want to hold off until these are 
closed. The visit of the Congressional Com- 
mittee cannot fail to have a good influence, 
—4 X. cap see for themselves how matters 
stand.’ 

The delegates were driven through the city 
by a deputation from the Worid’s Fair Execu- 
tive Committee and tendered a banquet at the 
St. Louis Club. They leave for the West on 
the evening train.

A Scheme to Rob the Estate of Christopher 
Meyer of 87 ,000,000.

The Sun says: Henry S. Ives, who has 
been so often and so truly referred to in these 
columns asthe master thief, also ranks high 
among forgers.’’ 

The narrative will show that he, by the 
forgery of two initials—A. C. and an M.—was 
inafair way to obtain $100,000in cold cash 
and to open a till which contained something 
more than $7,000,000.

MEXICO ANGRY. 
Secretary Winpom’s new rules for the 
clearance of Mexican silver-lead ores did 
more harm to the industries and interests 
of both countries, but caused far less re- 
sentment in Mexico than his order impos- 
ing discriminating duties of 10 per cent 
additional on dutiable goods imported to 
this country in Mexican vessels.

disbrimination against Méxican vessels

The pretext in this case was retaliation 
for alleged Mexican discrimination 
against American ships. But the alleged 
Mexican discrimination was nothing but 
a bounty or subsidy to Mexican ships 
offered in the shape of a drawback 
of 2percent of the dygies on dutiable 
goods brought to Mexican ports in Mexi- 
can ships. As Mexico has no merchant 
marine and builds no ships, this offer to 
pay part of the freight on goods imported 
under the Mexican flag was only a feeble 
attempt to induce Mexican merchants to 
buy foreign built ships and sail them un- 
der Mexican colors. 
It had done Mexico no good and us no 
harm, and WINDOM’s order imposing a 
discriminating duty of 10 per cent on 
goods brought in Mexican vessels was 
merely an uncalled-for veto of Mexican 
attempts to foster a Mexican merchant 
marine. Naturally, Mexico does not like 
to be told that all her trade with this 
country must be forever carried in our 
ships or over railroads owned by us.

CARNEOIE's CONFESSION. 


Returning from his summer residence 
abroad, Mr. CARNEGIE favored the public 
with an interview, in which he said that 
steel rails are selling in London at about 
the same price asin New York. In fact, 
according to recent quotations, heavy rails 
were held & per tou higher at Amer- 
ican than at English mills, but strict ac- 
curacy should not be required of Mr. CarR- 
NEGIE when he is advertising the liberal- 
ity of the Steel Trust in refraining from 
charging $17 per ton in excess of English 
prices, plus ocean freights, asthe tariff 
allows. The difference of A is evidently due 
to ocean freights, a natural protection to 
which our mills are entitled. And yet Mr. 
CARNEGIE boasts that our mills, while 
profitably making rails at prices not 1 
gent of which is due to tariff protection, 
are paying labor higher prices than are 
paidin rail mills anywhere else in the 
world. 

This is Mr. CARNEGIE’s own confession 
thatthe outcry against a reduction of 
duty on steel rails to $11 was not justified. 
It is his testimony that neither $11 nor the 
half of it is needed to secure our mills a 
profitable control of the home market. 
He is actually boasting now that the cost 
of transportation from England is protec- 
tion enough without any duty on rails, to 
enable our railmakers to pay their work- 
men higher wages than are paid any- 
where else and still hold our home market 
against English competition. 

That being the case, why dohe and his 
partners raise large corruption funds to 
keep the tariff at $17 per ton? The an- 
swer to this question is found in the Steel 
Trust’s unvarying habit of putting prices 
up $17 per ton above the English price

It was reserved for Fort Leavenworth, the 
nursery of heroes, the elected home of valor, 
with which has been connected, at one time 
or another, nearly every distinguished name 
known in our national struggle, to unveil to 
—s aze a permanent memorial to the dead 

ero of the war. 

And here, on the forest-crowned banks of 
that mighty river, whose broad bosom once 
swelled beneath all the commerce of the 
West, we stand uncovered before that ma- 
jestic presence, silent as its great proto- 
type, and as we gaze on the speaking

bronze and memorial marble, grand in their 
voiceless repose, we realize more fully than 
before the inflexibie resolve of the invincible 
captain who wrested victory from defeat and 
established forever, by the stern and irre- 
peaiable legislation of battle, that every gov- 
ernment has the im prescriptible right to pro- 
tect and defend itself from foes and assanite 
either within or without its territories; and 
this irrespective of what may be granted or 
withheld by constitutional imitation or legis- 
lative enactment. Tbat is has, and can have, 
but one argument against insurrection and 
invasion—the brutal but final argument of 


force. 

The life of Gen. Grant profoundly lllustrates 
the fact that history mocks at probabilities 
and laughs in the face of reasonable expecta- 
tions—in other words it is an added proof of 
the wisdom and experience embodied in the 
old French proverb There is nothing ber- 
tain but the unforeseen.’’ 

When, at the first battle of Buil’s Run, the 
government and the coun realised the 
colossal character of the rebellion and the 
stern struggle that lay beforethem, who 
would have believed ata man then un- 
known, who had dropped from the ranks 
of the army almost undera cioud,a man 
whose career was supposed to haye been 
ended betore middie life was reached, one of 
whom there were neither expectations nor 
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of the army—the highest position held 15 any 
one we yo George Washington. Victory 
marched with him everywhere. Wherever his 
jumph crowned and 
His name became a synonym 
of suess, until in the end, the last vestige or 
the rebellion was crushed out, and un- 
questioned authority of the Government m- 
ly and permanently established in all the 
States of the Union, 

The gratitude of his countrymen twice 
elected him to the highest office in their gitt— 


consecrated it. 


that of Chief Magistrate ofthe re-established 
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The first citizen of the Republic went 
abroad. He was the honored guest of crowned 
heads, noted warriors, distinguished states 
men. Besides this, and more than this, he 
was the idol of the people in every land he 
visited who bowed before him as we bow be- 
fore kings.’’ 

In the midst of all this adulation, under all 
this storm and tempest of honors, he bore 
himself with the simple self-respecting dig- 
nity of an American citizen, keeping steadily 
on in the even and unvarying tenor of his 
way. And when he returned to our shores, 
and our sixty millions of people, from the 
Golden Gate to Bar Harbor, rose tip as One 
man to greet him and do him honor, he re- 
ceived this wonderful ovation with the same 
dignified simplicity that had always cnarac- 
terized his conduct since his first as- 
sumption of power. His modest de- 
meanor seemed constantly to recog- 
nize his American citizenship as his 
highest vlaim to distinction. This un&ssuin-

ing simplicity of the man is something abso- 
lutely marvelous under the circtimstances, 
and makes a picture which history will for- 
ever embalm and preserve. In the midst 
ofall this furious tempest of applause 
from sixty millions of tongues, he stood 
as impenetrable and apparenti as un- 
conscious as his memorial statue before us to- 


day. 

He fought his last battle with death and 
achieved his last victory in the struggle. 
Gaunt with disease, worn and wasted with 

ain and suffering, struggling and work- 

ng with imperturbable brow and unoom- 
plaing lips, Nn full well that the 
end was at hand, but inflexibly resolute that 
it should not come till he was ready, he held 
death at bay till his life work was accomp- 
lished by the completion of his memoirs, in 
orderthat provision might be made for his 
family that otherwise would be left compara- 
tively destitute. 

This last struggle was the most touching of 
his life, and ‘‘éyés all unuséd to tears have 
meited in tenderest sympathy at this picture 
of the grim old chieftain fighting off death with 
one hand while he finished his lifé-work with 
the other. 

When bie task was ended he‘ ‘turned his face 
to the wall“ and died, silent and uncomplain- 
ing as throughout his life. There was nothing 
left for him to do. He filled the full measure 
of glory and made ample provision for the 
loved ones left behind. 

And now, a8 we sorrowfully stand in the 
presence of this mute but eloquent memorial 
ot him who bas slept his last sleep and has 
— = his last battle, let us be mindful of 
toe lessons taught by his lite and death—that 
we should be true to ourselves, faithful to the 
country, regardful of the family—so that we, 
too, when the inevitable end comes, may look 
back with composure, if not Without regret, 
receive death without repining,

Wasnineton, D. O., September 14. 

RINGING to bear all 
the facilities of his po- 
sition for obtaining 
facts, in an elaborate 
paper to the State De- 
partment upon the 
commerce and indus- 
tries of Germany in 
A the year 1888-9 Consul 
mI general Mueller of 
Frankfort on the Main, 
reviews every branch 
of trade and the mate- 
rial resources of the Empire. Some of the 
more important paragraphs are as follows: 
Germany’s business relations appear to be 
healthy. Government and people shrink from 
ho effort to have them remain 30, and to make 
their commercial position among nations 
correspond with the gréatneés of the Empire; 
necessity bidding German people to extend 
and augment their trade and to secure toreign 
markets for the exchange of products Of their 
surplus labor, which, as it were, forms a 

prominent part of their national resourcés. 

Judging from the steady industrial and com- 
mereial progress during the last decade, it is 
fair to assume that the German Government 
and people are determined to meet the exi- 
géncies of thé situation. To entourage in- 
dustrial pursuits and foreign trade, colonies 
have been founded, steamship lines to the 
coast of Africa subsidized, export premiums, 
and drawbacks allowed, and the «aonsular 
system is being widened and extended and 
the organization of German Chambers of 
Commerce in foreign countries Contemplated. 
German Danks ure being established at home 
and in China for trade putposes with that Em- 
pire. To cheapen freight and to facilitate 
shipments, inland canals and water courses 
are beihg built, rivers made navigabie, and 
the merchant marine augmented, 

LABOR AND WAGES. 

Labor was Well employed at common rates 
of wages. Strikes and factions between oem 
ployersand employees were not of frequent 
occurence. With the exception of a largély- 
reduced grain crop and extremely poor vint- 
age results, the year 1888 turned out well, and 
has given to the German people little cause for 
dissatisfaction and complaint. The social 
conditions and prosperity of the greater mass 
of the people has not materially improved 
during the year, nor is there any good reason 
for thinking changes for the better are imm!- 
nent. Amid thé seemingly prosperous condi- 
tion of general trade the poor man’s social 
position shows no change for the better, un- 
legs the system of accidents, old age and in- 
valid insurance be regarded as such. But 
what strikes me as strange is that, good as 
times may be, workingmen at the year’s 
end are where they were when it began. In- 
creased prices to manufacturers for their 
products is not followed by increase of wages 
to labore~s and the increased cost of working- 
men’s necessities seems to put them in a more 
deplorable position than ever. The constant 
division of property and small estates of 
those in society’s middle classes and the 
ore out of small concerns by combina- 
tions of large ones is constantly recruiting 
the laboring classes and flinging into them 
an element of eniightened discontent that 
may, one day churn or lift it into protest. The 
gap between the rich and poor is wing 
greater—the rich owing richer, poor 
poorer—when not stationary. 

TRADE STATISTICS. 

Holland leads the world in the amount of 
business done per capita of ay tee een The 
average business dune by the Dutch amounts 

2 annum. Switserland comes 
next, but far behind, with 99. 6; then En- 
gland, $32.09; while Germany and France doa 

usiness of only $19.50 for each man, woman 
and chiid inside their boundaries. 
THE NAVY. 

Now, after the completion and perfection of 
the military organization, the Navy Depart- 
ment steps forth and urges its claim for an 
appropriation in annual installments of 27,- 
000,008 marks for the building of four iron-clad 
ships-of- war, nine iron-clad corvettes, 
seven cruisers, two torpedo boats and 
Others, twenty-seven in ail. The first 
annual installment, and for the building of 
four warships, has already been voted on 
and was agreed to. The proposed enlarge- 
ment of the navy must necessarily entail ad- 
ditional burdens upon the tax payers, but the 
great majority of the German people seem to 
be in accord with the Government in § matter 
which tends to render the naval force of the 
Empire as formidable as the army. 

THE COLONIAL POLICY. 

Colonizing may now be looked upon as part 
of Germany’s imperial policy. Vast tracts of 
land in Afriea, ceded for fity years by the 
Sultan of Zanzibar, under contract to the 
German East African Co., have been 
placed under an Imperial Commission, and 
the Reichstag, while — ites position as 
one involving no responsibility for losses to 
those joining the company of investing 
money, bas guaranteéd the safety of its citi- 
zensin colonial matters against encroach- 
ments of hostile actions of all powers. The 
struggle of the natives against the colonists 
mus met by the colonizers themselves. 
The Government will not interfere only with 
other powers, and promises no assistance 
from the navy only snch as provided for above 
to ward off attacks from other powers.
